It 
is also possible that they wore nade to serve as a rethod of identifying one nerchant's 
sales tax tokens from others. Steve dcubts very nueh that any or the SKT-1 tokens were 
ovor made by the O.K. Vender Company. He feels quite sure that they were made by a second 
party. 

I was able to acquire both types by contacting at least ? dozen Amusement Token collec¬ 
tors, i^nhers of TAMS, who happened to have these tokens ir. their Aimsenent Token collec¬ 
tions... not considering them to be Sales Tax Tokens. There is no doubt that there are 
more of these around, but for now, SKT-1 is a rare Item, especially the lace-field type.

I. PROIOG 

The year vas 19)d.. War was raging In Europe, awl was going well for the Allies. War 
«,* the one end only concern of the popuius, and the papers wore filled with reports of 
-sine and offensives against the Nazi arny. V-K day seened to be Just over the horizon. 

■Ut Gerrrany fought on, and sum>*r turned to fall. 

Two woo** before the November 7 election data, newspapers throughout Oregon began to 
realize that an inportant election had crept up on the people, under the diversion of the 
war. It was a Presidential election year, with President Pranhlin Roosevelt seeking a un¬ 
precedented fourth tom of office, as he ran against Thomas Dewey. It was also the year 
that a man by the name of Wayne Purse ran lor u.o. senate 1 or uie first tin*, ttually, it 
,j.t the year that Oregon voted for tho fourth tine on a retail sales tax... and another 
controversial proposal that overshadowed all others in it's significance: The "Little 
Townsend" Plan. 

U. HISTORY OP PREVIOUS TRIE. 

TO INITIATE SALES TAX 

Oregon has a history (and o reputation) of being a very progressive stetc. In the three 
previous attempts to initiate a sales tax in Oregon, the voters had made their opinion or 
the tax well known. 

In 1933, a Ti. levy for property tax rollef was voted down, W,60J (for) v. I67,5'2 (op¬ 
posed). • 

In t?3L, pro-ta* forces tried again. The S* tax was to go lor school relief. The vote 
was alnost as decisive as the vote in 1933: 6U.677 (for) v. 156,’8? (opposed). 

In January of 1936, a new bid for a sales tax for old age pensions and property tax re¬ 
lief net a similar fate, 3?,I06 (for) v. 187,3’9 (opposed).

III. TnE RETAIL ,'IAU.S TAX 
proposal Of 19 U 

By law, the people of Oregon mist vote on any proposal involving new or Increased state 
taxes in a general election. So after the salos tax measure was approved by the legisla¬ 
ture, it w-nt to the voters. 

7h« referendum itself provided for a 3* levy on all retail sales of "tangible personal 
property" (food was to bo excluded). The measure -as a duplicate of California's success¬ 
ful sales tax. Tho Oregon proposal wss expected to generate from 60 to 90 million dollars 
in revenue. 

During the course of tho I 9 U 1 legislative session, other bills were passed, providing 
;or Uie following JXoWui hmiiI of tv.enuc, should the ooloo «— ho «,. r povod. 

2C* (si 2 to si 8 Million) for OLD ACE ASSISTANCE 

?his amount was to be disbursed in tho following manner: 

60S State Disbursement 

Left Local Disbursement (which was to lower local property taxes). 

60* ($)6 to $9. Million) to STATE PROPERTY TA* RKT.1F V FUND 

20t (31 2 to $16 Million) for DISTRIBUTION TO SCHOOLS (On an attendance basis) 

The effect of passage on the state income tax was also to be rtonunental: 

lOCft redaction (no tax) on net taxable incone of less than &000. per year. 

57 ? reduction in tax on not taxable incon* of 81 : 001 . to $ 10 , 000 . per year. 

1 * 2 . 86 * reduction in tax on net taxable income or »iu,wl. to 920,000. per year. 

28.575 reduction in tax on net taxable income exceeding $20,000. annually. 

In short, 90* of Oregon's state income taxpayers would be freed of the tax entirely. 

In whole, a very Impressive package. But a large majority found the Idea of a sales tax 
in Orogon to be revolting. Tho rosults of the voting was no real surprise: 96,697 (for) 
v. 269,276 (opposed), well over a S:2 margin. 

And so, the idea of an Orogon retail sales tax was shelved again, for three more years. 
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IV. “LITHE TOUaSEKD" 

(Oregon'& ’Almost". Sales 7a*) 

The post controversial measure on the ballot in 19UU -as the ’I.lttle Townsend’ Plan.. 

This bill's purpose was to provide a ninthly pension of $60.00 per nonth to all retired Ore¬ 
gonians over ae« 6?. The hill also provided that there NEVER BE A SUES TAX IK OREC-Off!! 1 

Yea, the Oregonian dream that there never be a sales tax!!! On the surface, the bill 
looked like a Godsend. 

Actually, there vaa n catch. Quite a catch 1 revenue wa» to be raised by a "gross incone 
levy’ of not less then 3*, or snore than 5%. This tax would apply to -ages, as well ns to 
all incone from# business transactions (wholesale, retail, or otherwise), insurance poynents, 
and dividends. Thus, the tax would be another deduction for workers, and the equlvilant of 
a sales tax for nerchants and consumers. 

7hls measure was very conservatively estimated to raise 360 pillion per year, on a levy of 
Jl. Revenue could have easily been as high as $100 million, in my estimation. 

As would be expected, the objections soon rang outj 

1. The pension of 360. por nonth would bo paid out equally to all qualified residents, re¬ 
gardless of financial need. 

2. The pensioner would havo to totally refrain fron business transactions in order to qual¬ 
ify. Thus, the pensioner would be forced to live on the 32.00 per day provided by the 
state. 

3. Cti sane Hens, ccnsuwrs would wind up paying the tax five lines. Por example, ve will 
figure the tax on sor«o Oregon-grown strawberries. The grower passes a 35 sales tax on to 
the packer. The packer then passes the previous tax, plus another K on to the broker. 
The broker would then sell the berries to a wholesaler, tacking on the previous b* in 
tax, along with another 3*. Tho wholesaler would add the 9S ♦ 3 iw>re % to the price as 
he sold the berries to a retailor. Guess who would pay !?♦?* in sales tax??? 

!»• Another objection to the Townsend plan was that it would lower the state's corporate in- 
coctn tax, shifting the burden over to the fiddle class. 

But the backers of the measure were sure to have the hill read NEVER BE A SALES TAX. A 
very clever nove that almost paid off. Tho rc.imire wound up being defeated by a razor-thin 
margain (as Oregon tax proposals go)... '80,69’ (for) v. 219,90’ (opposed). 

V. ETHOS 

And so, the citizens of Oregon defeated the sales tax again, and also the sales-tax-ln- 
disgulae. It was cmly J nore years be for the pro-sales tax forces had another referendum on 
the ballot, which would again fall to defeat. 

The final try for a sales tax cane In ’969. The measure was ransacked by alnost 8 to ’.

"...One or uie rirst cities in tne unitea states to issue scrip was lenino, wasmngton. 
When the one bank there locked its doors, the Chamber of Conncrcc Ugan issuine scrip to the 
bank's depositors in exchange for their rights in tho liquidating dividends of the bank. In 
the beginning, the scrip was Issued in denominations of 25<, 3’, 35, and 3’0. 

"Later on, the publisher of the local newspaper convinced the Chamber that scrip printed 
on wood would be better. Shortly thereafter, in February of 193?, area residents found 
tfcoxoolvoe receiving ccrUfiesM, t ; ii.taJ v» *wO. The JlweneAuiie vf Uio aw ip «e. e
